In the first place no “smudge pot 
to the acre would accomplish the resu 
chart. 


But suppose you equipped your grove with heaters re- 
quiring 90 to the aere, or one heater to the tree, for ef- 
ficient work, and that they cost you $1.65 each or a total 


of $148.50. 


Then on the other hand if you choose the heaters rec- 
i ommended by the 1925 Growers Committee and purchased 
Maden, by the Fruit Growers Supply Company, equipped as they 
are with 10 inch Cone Louvre Stack and requiring only 
50 heaters per acre for adequate protection, the heaters 
would cost you $3.00 each or $150.00 per acre. 


On the face of it, it looks like you were saving $1.50 
per acre with the first heaters, But take your costs—oil 
at 5c per gallon in the heaters. The “smudge pot” will 
lose you approximately 40 per cent of your oil in smoke; 
so in burning 1000 gallons of oil $20 worth of oil goes 
up in smoke. As the rate of consumption ig about 2 
hours per gallon you lose % of a gallon of oil or le per 
heater per hour, and with 900 heaters that’s $9.00 per 
hour dead loss. Firing 8 hours per night is a loss of

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
UPLAND RELATING TO THE CUT- 
TING DOWN, TRIMMING, PRUNING

Any person violating anv 
provision of this ordinance shall 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not excéeding #100 
or imoprisctmnent in the county jail no 
exceeding sixty (60) days.

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Trials of a Back-Yard Gardener 
(Christian Science Monitor) 


All those who, either from a sense of duty 
or for the pleasure they expected to enjoy, 
have experimented more or less with back- 
yard gardens, seem to agree that that par- 
ticular method of intensive activity is not as 
simple as it looks. Since the early years of 
the late war it has been the ambition of many 
American boys and girls, as well as of many 
grown-ups, to excel as tillers of refractory 
garden spots, many of which are illy adapted 
to the particular purposes to which they have 
been put. Convineing claims put forth by 
the publishers of seed catalogues, tracts which 
attempt to teach short methods in thrift, and 
the inherent urge which induces the genera- 
tions of Americans to try their hand at farm- 
ing, have combined to swell the ranks of ama- 
teur gardeners and to supply recruits as fast 
as the discouraged or disqualified desert. 

With the return of moderate spring days 
there is noticeable a general mobilization of 
the undaunted back-yard agriculturists. The 
prospect is alluring as they regard it from 
the viewpoint of the illustrations on the seed 
packets. But these ambitious experimenters, 
unless ar have endured the trials of a pre- 
vious sedson’s experience and may thus claim 
to be classed as veterans of the art, shoul? 
not lose sight of the fact that between seed 
time and harvest there will intervene many 
days when a sense of discouragement will try 
to ereep in. Even when the ground has been 
prepared, the accumulated rubbish removed, 
and the seeds or shoots have been planted, the 
actual work of the amateur farmer has only 
heen well begun. There will come days and 
nights when it seems there is too much rain, 
and others when there seems to be too little. 
And most amazing of all is the discovery 
that weeds grow unceasingly under every 
possible condition. 

The volunteer gardener. if perchance he has 
heen advised that if his work interferes with 
his play, to neglect his work, discovers that 
the rule is a poor one. A neglected garden 
soon comes to be no garden at all, and this 
fact seems to be impressed along in the early 
summer, when vacation time arrives and the 
long automobile tours and the camps in moun- 
tains and along the lakes have an almost ir- 
resistible appeal. But it may be said to the 
credit of thousands of boys and girls that 
they have resisted this temptation to play 
when they should be at work. 

Perhaps those who have most successfully 
escaped the trials incident to the occupation 
of the experimental gardener are the con- 
firmed followers of the festive and fleeting 
golf ball. There is a reason for this almost 
complete immunity. It is beeause few of 
them have ever attempted to mix the business 
of golf-playing with that of gardening. Tt is 
a wise man, after all, who realizes his own 
capabilities and his own limitations.

California hangs a murderer occasionally. 
Other states hang, electrocute, shoot or smoth- 
er murderers. And yet capital crimes increase. 
Certainly the criminal who is killed legally 
cannot commit any more crimes.

The _ hor- 
rors of criminality persist and progress. 

What is the solution? Stop punishing erimi- 
nals?’ No! The law must be rigorous—must 
have its deterring terrors. But legal punish- 
ment, in and of itself, never would break up 
criminality. It is not the fact that murder is 
punishable by death that protects the aver- 
age persons against being murdered. No, 
there is a higher force than that. It is the 
fact that the masses of mankind are too 
strongly bulwarked morally ever to contem- 
plate murder, that protects society against 
‘teh erimes. Where there is strong criminal 
instinet and impulse there is sure to be crime. 
despite the rigors of the law. 

Let the law proceed with its rigors. But 
supplement the law with moral principies in- 
culeated into the people. Give the child sound 
moral training from its infaney. Teach-it to 
abhor crime. Train it to respect and to obey 
Jaw and hold human life precious. Set the 


example by givnig strict obedience to law. It- 


is this moral force that stands between law- 
abiding society and a deluge of criminality 
that would turn eivilization into savagery.

Southern California Business, a magazine 
published by the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce, in a recent issue printed an arti- 
ele which may well be said to be an indorse- 
ment of the way Upland’s Chamber of Com- 
merece improves every opportunity to exploit 
this city’s advantages and create favorable 
sentiment. The following excerpt will be of 
interest : 

“‘Beeause a town is small there is no res- 
son why its citizens should feel that it is 
small, for when a people have that feeling 
they never do much to make a small town 
grow.

towns whose—citizens have no faith in them 
will always remain small. Big things were 
never produced on a foundation of small 
ideas.”’

Manufacturing Cement 
(San. Bernardino Sun) 

California now ranks third in the produe- 
tion of cement, according to reports of the 
United States Geological Survey. Only Penn- 
sylvania and Indiana produce more cement 
than California. 

San Bernardino enjoys an important place 
in this record, for in this county are three 
of the state’s ten cement plants, and nearly 
half of the cement mannfactured in Califor- 
nia is produced here. 

The cement industry of California is pro- 
ducing approximately $30,000,000 annually. 
Practically all of the elements in the manu 
factnre of cement are of California, and the 
industry is therefore an absolute asset. All of 
the limestone and clay or shale, used in the 
mannfacture, are secured within the state. 
The 2.000.000 harrels of fuel oil and the vast 
quantity of electrical energy used in the plant 
oneration is all produced in California. 

The first cement plant in California was 
that at Colton. the California Portland Ce- 
ment Company, which started operations in 
1898. Other bie plants are at Victorville and 
Oro Grande. 

Third jn the nroduction of eement. Cali. 
farnia is second in’ the use of cement in hieh- 
weve, The state has 3466 miles of concrete 
highways. 
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Futile Achievement 


(Providence Bulletin) 


It is related that an Arizona man recently 
appointed Federal Attorney for the State has 
an automobile license number that is identical 
with the street number of his house, the num- 
ber of his postoffice box and his telephone 
number. Such numerical uniformity must be 
very convenient, especially to anyone who is 
given to forgetfulness. The simplification of 
numbers did not come by a curious chance, 
but was the result of years of persistent ef- 
fort, it is said. 

The only practical good in such a system, of 
course, is in the saving of strain on the mem- 
ory. Theman who has it has only one number 
to remember instead of four. If this simplic- 
ity could be achieved without much trouble it 
might be well worth while, but if a man has 
to keep his mind fixed earnestly ‘on the goal 
and work for it over a period of several years, 
what may be considered to be his net profit? 
The mental strain imposed must have teen 
greater than required for the memorizing of 
different numbers. If a similar concentration 
had been applied to an easy home study course 
in memory training, this gentleman could now 
remember 500 different numbers and facts as 
easily as he keeps tabs on the one number 
that serves four purposes. There used to be 
a saying that ‘‘a lazy man takes the most 
pains.”’ 

California Wild Animals 


(Riverside Enterprise) 


There is a great ignorance on the part of 
the people as to the status of the wild animal 
life of California. The general opinion seems 
to be that it is fast disappearing. The Cali- 
fornia Academy of Sciences, however, has pub- 
lished its annual report during the past week, 
a copy of which has been shown to the En- 
terprise through the courtesy of Professor 
Edmund Jaeger, member and observer for the 
Academy, showing that the census of Califor- 
nia wild animals for 1924 was practically the 
same as that of 1923, indicating that the pro- 
tective areas are making it possible for natu- 
ral animal increases to equal the losses cause.) 
by hunters and trappers in other territory. 

An interesting feature of the above report 
is the statement that reliable sources report 1 
-erizzly bear in Sequoia National Park, creat- 
ing some excitement, owing to the fact that 
this species was supposed to be extinét in 
California since the death of the ‘‘Monarch’’ 
in Golden Gate Park in 1911. The report 
adds that several grizzlies have been bagged 
and identified since 1911, one in Tujunga Can- 
yon, Los Angeles County, in 1916. The griz- 
zlies found in the other states are not the 
same as the California species. 

The total mountain sheep reported for Cali- 
fornia are 200, antelope 1000 and valley elk 
500. 

Interesting figures for the national parks 
show that outside of Mount McKinley Park 
in Alaska, the Yellowstone has the largest 
number and variety of wild animals, ineluting 
20,000 elk, 1800 mule deer, 774 buffalo, 600 
monntain sheep, 450 moose, 395 antelope. 200 
hlack bear, 60 grizzlies and 40 Virginia white 
tail deer. 

The greatest deer population is shown to be 
in the Grand Canyon of Arizona, amounting 
to 2600. 

The proposal to protect the San Jacinto 
Mowntain wild game life is one of the impor- 
tant ones to be worked out. There are manv 
forms of animal life there worth of protection.

We have heard a lot about the roads that 
the Romans built but wages and life counted 
for little in their construction. 

In ten years’ time the United States has 
bnilt mere hevd cerfaced roads with well paid 
labor than the Romans ever thought of con- 
structing. Today a man ean travel for 
thousands of miles in this country on wonder- 

_fnl hard surfaced highways. They furnish a 
nleasant and safe means of transportation for 
millions of people. 

Road commissioners realize more and more 
that it is essential to utilize old graveled and 
macadamized roads as the base for perma- 
nent hard surfaced pavements. 

While $100,000 might build a mile of Roman 
road which would last for a thousand years, 
the $100,000 will put an asphaltic concret* 
surface 20 feet wide, two inches thick at the 
center and five inches thick at the edges over 
nearly six miles of worn-out macadam under 
the plan of the California Highway Commis- 
sion for utilizing old gravei and macadam 
roads as a base for a hard surface coverinz. 
Six times as many people can be served an! 
six times as many miles of highway that will 
last foy many years ean be built.

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The home is the foundation of 
our national and individual life, 
,and attractive permanent home 
lightens the duties of housekeep- 
ing. The following suggestions for 
the caring of and decorating our 
homes are all worthy of mention. 

For the Small Cottage 

It is well to keep the small cot- 
tage more or less with one wall 
background. One’ _— predominant 
color, mixed with others, of course, 
| for variety, will tend to make the 
|tiny place more harmonious, as 
| well as a great deal larger. 

The bedroom may have furniture 
painted midnight blue or gray. On 
the gray painted floor there may 
be a rose-colored linen rug, and 
the window curtains and bed- 
spread may be of unbleached mus- 
lin, with edges bound in rose-col- 
ored linen, and with designs such 
as baskets of flowers done in gay 
colors in applique. The same de- 
sign may be used for the painted 
decorations on the furniture. 

The next bedroom may have 
ivory furniture, a small-sized suite, 
with low and slender posts on the 
bed. On the putty-colored floor a 
plain gray linen rug; at the win- 
dows, on the chairs and as a 
spread for the bed, blue and white 
checked chintz showing a design 
of roses. 

A lovely pillow for the boudoir 
is made of accordion pleated pale 
blue taffeta, edged with ostrich 
feather trimming. A round shape 
is used and the center made cup- 
shaped and trimmed with a small 
cluster of pink ribbon roses. 


Curtains For Kitchen 





kitchen is old-fashioned oilcloth 
with a new-fashioned color, a soft 
yellow which will harmonize with 
any shade one’s kitchen is likely 
to be painted. The material solves 
the laundry problem, and at the 
same time does not exclude the 
light. The curtains are double 
with the edges bound with cotton 
tape matching in color. This pro- 
vides the same washing surface 
on both sides, and they hang bet- 
ter, due to the added weight. The 
curtains should be hung on the 
usual double drapery brackets, us 
ing the shortest projection poss- 
ible that they may hang close to 
the wall, not covering the window 
but framing it. These curtains 
have proved most satisfactory, and 
reed only to be wiped over with 
a damp cloth once or twice a 
week. 





To Clean Velour Chairs 
To clean velour furniture take 
a picce of chamois, wring it out 
in warm water in which half a 
cup of vinegar has ‘been poured. 
Wipe over the velour’ several 


each time in fresh water. This 
treatment will remove all dust 
and bring back the bright tints to 
the velour. 





Always Have Ample Closet Space 

To those planning their new 
homes this month a word of warn- 
ing should be given regarding 
closet space. Have plenty of it, 
brt instead of the old-fashioned 
cupboard, where things could be 
stored and never found again, try 
the more modern plan of a pantry 
svstem of cabinets. In the kitchen 
the entire available wall space 
ran be utilized, with enclosed 
shelves of 14-inch depth. Every 
‘tensil is easily accessible in this 
space, The cabinets should not 
eytend to the ceiling, six feet 
‘rom the ground offering the max- 
‘mum amount of space that can 
he used by the average woman. 
One closet should be used for 
canned fruits, another for an emer- 
gercy meal with canned fish, salad 


third for kitchen articles, soaps, 
cleaning fluids, and so on. 


Rhubarb Puffs 

A delicious spring dessert for 
those who love’ rhubarb. Use 
huckleberries in this way or green 
apples and serve with the same 
cinnamon sauce. 

Make a batter of 4% cup Crisco, 
% cup sugar, 4 cup milk, 1 cup 
flour, 1% teaspoonfuls baking 
powder, white of two eggs beaten 
stiff, 4% teaspoonful salt. 

8 cups rhubarb cut fine 

% cup sugar 

-% teaspoon ground cinnamon. 

Mix the sugar and cinnamon 
together. Then mix with the rhu- 
tbarb. Divide in eight cups; cover 
with the batter; set the cups in 
a covered steamer and steam over 
a kettle of hot water for twenty 
minutes. You can bake these 
puffs in hot oven twenty minutes, 
|but they are lighter and daintier 
when steamed. Serve hot with 
the following sauce. 
| Sauce 
; 1 cup sugar 
, 2 tablespoons flour 

1% teaspoon salt 

% teaspoon cinnamon 

Mix together thoroughly. Add 
1 tablespoon shortening, 1% cups 
boiling water. Stir all together 
and bring to a boil over the fire.
